He take* In* depart- 
ure in a few day* amt it wiil !*• witli re- 
gret front the hell h >y to the landlord, 
and from the sickly girl t > th<- rheu'uaf 
if lady that he i* given up. 

It i* remarkable that tins boiling Imt 
water, found no wlutre elseou this cnnti- 
neot, is in ench close proximity to such 
di llghtflll ice-cold springs. In the same 
mountain on either side there gushes 
forth a never failing stream of water, 
splendid hi taste and medicinal m prop- 
erty, and Mill on another side there i* 
tin- world renowned Mountain Valley 
Spring. From the same mountain s 
ditle rent kinds of water tlow, hut note- 
lietter know n than the wonderful Hot 
spring* water. There is water to suit 
every taffte, Imt should there lx- a |iersoii 
so fastidious that none of the ** would 
pleas*-, it seems that about all there is to 
do would be to ask for w list you want. 

Those who have experienced it suv 
that the good i-ltectN ol a ''boiling out” 
at tliis place is not felt until one lias 
thorouglilv regained the strength lost bv 
the severe treatment. For instance there 
nre people who have bathed for month* 
w lm are no weak and seemingly worn 
out from the effect* that it i* all their 
doctors can do to |n-r*u.lde them to go 
home att l rest up. Oi course only those 
doctor* w ho arc doctoi* in t lie true sense 
of the word over suggest such a thing as 
leaving, for the majority of them think 
too much of tiithv lucre to want their 
patient* to go awuv, or rather have their 
pay stopped, so keep them us long as 
possible. 

By the way about the most important 
thing to keep your eye on here is your 
doctor, and even then your chances of 
getting fleeced art* about bout of lo. Far 
be it from my intention, .however, to 
speuk detrimentally of that class as a 
whole, Imt there an* a lot of quacks here 
whoahimld by all means be exposed. 
They have runners or steererw, h* they 
are culled, and like the drummers for the 
hotels they u*e their might and main to 
ro|a* you in. They flourish like the 
green bay tree, though, and get a good 
share of the patronage by their cunning 
ways, but many a Hot Springs visiter 
Ima felt like kicking himself till hi* kick- 
ers are kicked out and hi* "kickee” Is 
paralyzed for going headlong to them, 
when hv asking some irpiitable citizen 
he could have saved both health and 
money . 

Hell's Half- Vcre, about ;!J miles from 
here, is the most horrible looking place 
I have ever seen. It ia a perfect field of 
oi immense lamlders and lying between 
i* a ghastly chasm. It gives onethe hor- 
rors to walk oil the precipices, where, 
should a foot slip, you would la* throw n 
to eternity, and it was w ith a scream of 
delight that our party hade farewell to 
the place so appropriately christened. 

1 have visited a nmnlier of places since 
I have been here, including Happy Hol- 
low, tiillen’s White Sulphur Springs 
and Dripping Springs. The former is 
merely a spring about a mile from town, 
w here a mighty pretty girl sells water at 
a penny a glass, the second is quite a 
pleasant summer resort, under the shad- 
ow of a high mountain, w ith a big spring 
of sulphur water, nearly as strong as the 
famous White Sulphur springs water in 
old Virginia, while Dripping Springs 
does not begin to compare with Dan 
Slaughter’s resort of the same name. 
There are a number of such resorts not 
far from town and it is quite a treat to 
leave “home,” as it were, and spend a 
forenoon or an afternoon seeing the 
sights they afford. 

I'nfortunataly for myself I struck at 
my hotel an nn wholesomely large num- 
ber ol agnostics and spiritualists and 
some heated discussions are engaged in. ' 
That portion of us who have proper re- 
gard for our Mukerand some respect for i 
ourselves object very seriously to the 
controversies with w hich that class speak 
of religion and the religious and we fre- 
quently turn a deaf ear to their criti- i 



cisius a* well as elude discussing mi the 
subject. There is a brave little Southern 
lady here, who don't bluff worth a cent, 
and it hxiks frequently like feathers are 
going to tly before the thing is through 
with. There are lots of agnostic* at 
the Spring* and it look* not unlike a 
fact that the For i ha* punished them 
because of the error of their way. 

There are hundreds of device* hen* for 
making money and the peddler has a 
veritable picnic. Shooting galleries, 
springs w here yon can drink all duv for 
■>ci ut<. Hot Springs diamonds and cu- 
riosities of every cnm-eivahle kind are of- 
fered by them w ith such a half-starved, 
beseeching look that even the hard- 
hearted and close-listed cannot resist 
spending a hit or twro with them. 

The sport is in his glory here and 
there are many ways lie can git rid of 
his time and ‘‘stuff,” hut those who do 
imt belong to his class, as I have said I**- 
forc, find it pretty dull. Bookmakers mi 
the various races, hut principally on 
Hieepshead Bay. at present, are doing a 
land-ntlice business, while those who 
put up money have the hag to hold. 
Then too there are so-called club rooms 
where can be found “craps,” poker and 
gaims of all kiuds w here a man can he 
accommodated in any amount or at any 
litre. The outside of Hot springs pre- 
sent* a dull appearance, but the interior 
is gay indeed in this line. 

There is not much for the democrat* 
to !»e thankful under the present admin- 
istration, but it is justice to give the 
devil his due* and it would not be out of 
place to speak a kind word or two of I’. 
M. <»eneral Wanatnaker and tin* presi- 
dent in their selection of postmasters. 
Hot Springs, like numerous Kentucky 
tow ns, bus a postmaster that belongs to 
ttie fair .sex and is as efficient in her 
buxines* as »he is comely in appearance. 
Hie is Miss flora Hawes and is an ex* 
treniely liaiidsoine voting Igdv of some 
20-odd summers and attends to the oner 
ous duties of the postotfice with the 
alacrity of a man with a score of years’ 
business experience. Tom Newman, 
well-known in Lincoln^ and who for 
year* wa* head clerk at Crab Orchard 
Springs, is her first deputy, w hich is an 
aasurame within itself that the mail is 
handled judiciously and carefully. 

To add to the already large numlier of 
hotels here, another with ."*00 rooms ia 
lu-aring completion. It will he known 
a* The Park Hotel and w ill he a beauty 
indeed. The situation is n lovelvfone 
and la-sides having the many modern 
applianeea, the guests will have access 
to the lit acre park in which the hotel is 
located. A dancing pavilion, said to be 
snllh'ieutly large for 200 couples to trip 
the light fantastic is already built ami 
this fall an orchestra of .*0 pieces will 
furnish the music there as well as con- 
certs during each meal for the Park Ho- 
tel guests. It is authentically stated 
that some ."at or more Koyal families 
from “schnm the deep blue sea’ navealj 
ready contracted with that hostelry and 
The Kastman to spend next winter. 

The climate is hot just now, Imt in 
winter is said to In* delightful. The 
thermometer hardly ever goes Itelow 
freezing ami only one slight snow ocettr- 
red last season. Jay (build and some of 
the Vanderbilts spend a portion of near- 
ly every winter here, and frequently 
the miles of aide track around the depot 
is blockaded with the private cars, be- 
longing to the big hugs who come here 
from all paitsof the world. 

I bail no idea w hat a rough, mountain- 
ous State Arkansas was until I came 
here and it puzzles me to know how the 
various towns are supported. Hot 
Springs, of course, is kept up by those 
who seek health, but Malvern and tlu- 
otlier towns of its size in this section mys- 
tify me. The land except in the few val- 
leys is exceedingly rugged with no soil • 
at all amt it ia remarkable when and how 
the towns get their grow th. It is true 
that a doss of the |*eople make a little 
money hunting curiosities and digging 
for the glistening Hot Springs diamond, 
but this vocation cannot and doesn'tsup- 
port a tenth of the inhabitants, even of 
this immediate section. It is said that 
one-half of the world knows not how 
the other half lives and I am more than 
over convinced of the truthfuluess of the 
statement. 

The Hot Springs diamond is quite a 
popular ornament and ut a hop given hv 
the Arlington Hotel Friday evening the 
sight of them was literally blinding, so 
numerous and brilliant were they. In 
fact it reminded me very much of a Ken- 
tucky hop, which 1 did not attend, hut 
merely read the newspaper account of. 
It was a grand affair, though, und was 
enjoyed till a late hour. There was con- 
siderably more chivalry than beauty, 
but tiieu beauty is not everythingatid its 
scarcity was easily overlooked. 

I know of nothing further that would 
wven partly interest the I. J. readers and 
with this communication my correspond- 
ence from herealxmt may la* said to end. 
Mv atav in Hot Springs haa lieen aa pleas- 
ant as I could wish and during the time 
it has l»een my good fortune to meet 
some extremely clever people, who have 
treated me both courteously and kindly, 
and who have done much for my delec- 
tation. To them l am very thankful, 
and to those who have read my letters, 
uninteresting though they have been. I 
liow in deep gratitude.
